The triumphant march to the lihine

those places, released from years of 
.barbarous slavery to the Huns, give 
them hysterical welcome. From holes

buildings and streets and the ruins 
left by the invaders, and everywhere 
-homemade specimens of the Stars and 
Stripes fly with the other banners. 
The wild joy of the inhabitants is 
pathetic in the extreme, and especial- 
ly in Alsace and Lorraine, which Is 
occupied by the Third American army 
together with the French under Gen- 


Peral Mangin. Those "lost provinces," 


now regained, have ever remained 


I loyal at heart to France and they wel- 


comed the Poilus and the doughboys 
with open arms. 


For Lorraine the great demonstra- 


tion took place in Met/,, which was 
entered by Mangin's army on Tuesday. 
That general was injured the day be- 
fore when his horse fell, but Marshal 
"stain was there and, standing before 
the statue of Marshal Ney in the main 
square, reviewed the troops. The in- 
habitants had overturned the Merman 
statues in the city and made the place 
gay with the allied Hags and with 
their own national costumes.

scenes were witnessed in .Strassburg 
and other cities of Alsace. Near the 
Swiss border the French "troops first 
reached the Rhine. 


The American army of occupation,

Increase in All Respiratory Dis­ 
eases After the Influenza 
Epidemie Probable. 


InfVuma Rxpoctod to Lurk for Montha. 
How to Guard Against Pnoumonla. 
Common Colda Highly Catching—lm. 
porta/too of Suitable Clothing—Could 
Save 100,000 Llvoa. 


Washington, D* C.—With the subsid­ 
ence of the epidemic of influenza tho 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large number 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
season. 
According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win­ 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions. 
“The present epidemic,1’ said Sur­ 
geon General Blue, “has taught by bit­ 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against.” The Surgeon General likened 
the present situation to that after a 
great lire, saying, “No flre chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible flre have dis­ 
appeared. 
On the contrary, he con­ 
tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there Is dan­ 
ger of the flre rekindling from smol­ 
dering embers.” 
“Then you fear another outbreak of 
influenza?” he was asked. “Not neces­ 
sarily another large epidemic,” said 
the Surgeon General, “but unless the 
people learn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death toll from pneumo­ 
nia and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 
“It Is encouraging to observe that 
people are beginning to learn that or* 
dinary coughs and colds are highly 
catching and aro spread from person 
to person by means of droplets of 
germ laden mucus. Such droplets aro 
sprayed into the air when careless or 
Ignorant people cough or sneeze with 
out covering their mouth and nose. It 
Is also good to know that people have 
learned something about the value ot 
fresh air. 
In summer, when people 
are largely out of doors, the respira 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo- 
aia, etc.) are infrequent; in the fall, 
is people begin to remain Indoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; in the 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
¿n badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent. 


8uitablo Clothing Important 
“Still another factor in the produc­ 
tion of colds, pneumonia and other re­ 
spiratory diseases Is carelessness or ig- 
aorance of the people regarding suit­ 
able clothing during the seasons when 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
In wnrm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
ivhat is even more common, especially 
imong women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed In order to be 
comfortably warm. This is a very in- 
furious practice. 


Could Save 100,000 Llvoa. 
“I believe we could easily save one 
hundred thousand lives annually in 
the United States If all the people 
would adopt the system of fresh air 
living followed, for example, in tuber­ 
culosis sanatoria. 
There is nothing 
mysterious about It—no specific medi­ 
cine, no vaccine. The important thing 
Is right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air.

It 
is also good to know that people have 
learned something about the value ol 
fresh air. In summer, when people 
are largely out of doors, the respira 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo- 
nia, etc.) are infrequent; in the fall, 
iis people begin to remain indoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; in the 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
in badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent. 


Suitable Clothing Important. 


"Still another factor in the produc- 


tion of colds, pneumonia and other re- 
spiratory diseases is carelessness or ig- 
norance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during the seasons when 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
!n warm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
tvhat is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed in order to be 
comfortably warm. This is a very in- 
jurious practice. 


Could Save 100,000 Lives. 


"I believe we could easily save one 


hundred thousand lives annually in 
the United States if all the people 
would adopt the system of fresh air 
living followed, for example, in tuber- 
culosis sanatoria. 
There is nothing 


mysterious about it—no specific medi- 
cine, no vaccine. The important thing 
Is right living^ good food and plenty of 
fresh air.

If the 
disease appears notwithstanding these 
precautions, isolate the affected fowls 
at once at a distance from the well 
ones and apply disinfectants freely 
about the houses and runs. Also place 
sufficient permanganate of potash in 
all drinking water to give the latter a 
deep purple color. 
If the disease 
proves of a severe type it is often bet­ 
ter to kill the entire flock, and after 
a thorough cleaning and disinfection 
of the premises to begin with new 
birds. This radical method avoids the 
retention of the birds which may har­ 
bor the contagion and cause the de­ 
velopment of subsequent outbreaks. 
Prevent Introduction of Disease. 
Roup appears to be a strictly con­ 
tagious disease; that is, one which 
arises only, so far as known, by con­ 
tagion from other diseased birds, Tho 
nature of the microbe which constitutes 
the virus is not known. The contagion 
is generally brought into the poultry 
yard by infected birds. 
Sometimes 
these are birds which are purchased 
from other flocks In which the disease 
exists; sometimes they are birds of the 
home flock which have been in ex­ 
hibitions and there exposed to sick 
fowls; and sometimes they are wild 
birds or pigeons which fly from one 
poultry yard to another. 
The saliva and the discharge which 
escapes from the nostrils carry tho 
contagion and soon contaminate tho 
drinking water and feeding troughs so 
that all the fowls are infected. Even 
the flocks in adjoining yards are in­ 
fected by the particles of mucus pro­ 
jected into the air when sneezing, or 
by tho contagion carried on the feet 
of persons, animals, or small birds

As cold weather approaches poultry 


raisers bhould take e\ery precaution 
to prevent (.heir chickens from setting 
colds. 
If the ilock is not properly 


cared for it is easy for this ailment 
to get a start and so reduce the vital- 
ity of the birds that other more seri- 
ous diseases are readily introduced. 
One of the most common as well as 
'serious diseases which follow colds is 
contagious catarrh, more generally 
known among poultrytnen as roup. It 
icscrubles (.lie more malignant forms 
of influenza in the human family and 
among animals. It attacks principal!., 
the membranes lining the eye, the sacs 
below the eye, the nostrils and other 
parts about tiio head. It is attended 
with high fev-L'i- and is very contagious. 


Now birds and thosso which have 


been in exhibitions .should be isolated 
and kept under observation for two 
weeks boforo they arc put with the 
flock and all animals and wild birds 
excluded HO for 
as 
possible. Ihe 


houses should !>e kept clean and di^ 
and occasionally disinfected. 
If 
th<> 


disease appears notwithstanding these 
precautions, isolate, the affected fov. Is 
at once at a distance from tlio well 
ones and apply disinfectants 
free]\ 


about the houses and runs. Also place 
sufficient permanganate- of potash in 
all drinking water to give the latter a 
deep purple color. 
If the disease 


proves of a severe type it is often bet- 
ter to kill the entire flock, and after 
a thorough cleaning and disinfection 
of the premises to begin with new 
birds. This radical method avoids the 
retention of. Ihe birds \\luch may har- 
bor the contusion and catT-e tho de- 
velopment of subsequent outbreaks. 


Prevent Introduction of Disease. 
lloup appears to be a strirtlj con- 


tagious disease; that is, one which 
arises only, .so far as known, by con- 
tugion from other diseased birds. The 
nature of the microbe which constitutes 
the virus is not known. Tho contagion 
is generally brought into the poultry 
yard by infected birds. 
Sometimes 


these are birds which are purchased 
from other flocks in which tho disease 
exists; .sometimes they are birds of the 
home flock which have boon in ex- 
hibitions and there exposed to sick 
fowls; and sometimes they are wild 
birds or pigeons which fly from one 
poultry yard to another. 


The saliva and the discharge which 


escapes from tho nostrils carry tho 
contagion and soon contaminate the 
drinking water and feeding troughs so 
that all the fowls are infected. Even 
tho flocks in adjoining yards are in- 
fected by the particles of mucus pn>- 
jected into the air when sneezing, or 
by the contagion carried on the feet 
of persons, animals, or small birds 
that pass from one yard to another. 


Delicate birds are inclined to severe 


attacks and to recover slowly, and 
often a chronic condition persists for 
n long time. 
Birds so affected may 


carry and spread the contagion for 
a year or more and become the cause 
of new outbreaks of the disease. 


How Roup Affects Poultry. 


The symptoms first seer, are very 


similar to those of an ordinary cold, 
but there is more fever, dullness, and 
prostration. 
The discharge from the 


nasal opening la at first thin and wa- 
tery, but In two or three days It be- 
comes thick and obstructs the breath- 


ing 
The inflammation, which begin- 


in tho nasal passages, soon extend* to 
tlii' eyes and to tho spaces which exist 
immediately below the eyeballs. The 
eyelids are swollen, held closed much 
f the time, and may bo slued togeth 
or by tho accumulated secretion. The 
birds snooze and shake their heads in 
their efforts to free the air pa—-agea 
ln>ni tho thick mucus. Tho appetite 
is diminished, and the birds cit with 
their heads drawn in and their win 
dumping, luuing a ceneral appearance 
of depression and sickne-s.

spaces or sacs beneath the eyes i 
causis the formation 
>f a secretion 


very similar to that of the nose, and 
as this hocomos thick it collects, dis 
tends the walls of these spaces, and 
produces a warm and painful swelling

r PREVENTION IS BEST

FIRST PLAYER TO BE KILLED 


Eddie Grant, Third Baseman of New 
York Giants, Meets Death Fight* 
ing in France. 


Edward L. Grant, former third base­ 
man of the Giants, is the first of the 
many major league baseball players in 
the service to give his life for his coun­ 
try. 
At the outbreak of the war Grant 
joined the officers* training camp at 
Plattsburg and was commissioned a 
first lieutenant. He was then detailed 
to Cainp Upton and soon went over­ 
seas. Captain Grant was a native of 
Franklin, Mass., where he wa» born 
In 1883. 
His first experience in baseball was 
at 
Harvard 
university, 
where 
he 
proved to be an excellent player. Af­ 
ter graduation in 1005 he played with 
an independent club at Lynn, Mass., 
and the following year went to Jersey 
City of the old Eastern league. 
His 
work attracted the attention of major 
league scouts and In 1907 he was sign­ 
ed by the Philadelphia National league 
club, for which he played third base 
till 1911. 
Then he was traded to 
Cincinnati 
for 
McQuillan, 
Paskert, 
Beebe and Rowan, He remained with 
the Reds till 1913, when ho was pur­ 
chased by New York, 
Grant finished the seasons of 1914 
and 1915 with the Giants and then re­ 
tired in order to devote himself to his 
law work in Boston. As soon as the 
war broke out he joined the colors. 
Grant was a clever third sacker and 
a fair hitter, his best major league 
batting record being .209 in 1909, when 
with the Quakers, 
He hit .322 when 
with Jersey City in 1906. 


Sport Haa Been Virtually UnknoMfB 
Thtrt, Though Played by Amort* 
can Boya at College in Rom# 
—Declared Too Rough. 


I 
John Evers writes from Prance th at 
he soon may be sent to Italy to teach 
baseball to that country’s soldiers, and 
yet it was only a few months ago tho 
Italian government refused to permit 
a shipment of baseball equipment on 
the ground that it was a nonessential 
commodity to be classed as even friv­ 
olous. Italy hasn't been a nation fa* 
mous for sports, but before the Ameri­ 
cans get through they may be sending 
a flood of Italian recruits up to the big 
leagues. 
Baseball has been virtually 
unknown In Italy, though it has been 
played in Rome at a college for Araerl* 
can boys. For a time they played their j 
games in a public park and natives j 
looked on in wonder as the boys 
caught the hard ball with their bare ' 
hands. It finally was stopped by offi­ 
cials, who considered it dangerous. It 
may be remembered that in the winter 
of 1914 the White Sox and Giants 
were refused a permit to play a game 
in Rome for the same reason. 
Upon 
applying for the permit tho officials 
examined the ball and asked many 
questions concerning the nature of the j 
game, then decided it was too rough 
and too dangerous to be allowed. 
Since that time the young men of 
Italy have been up against a much 
rougher experience than playing base­ 
ball, so the task of teaching them the 
American game may be successfully 
carried on now. 
The climate of Italy Is especially 
suitable for baseball, being warm the 
year around much as it is In Califor­ 
nia. It will stir up the fighting spirit 
among the men of the Italian army, 
and that spirit should live when the 
war is over. It might not be surpris­ 
ing If In a few years from now the 
pennant winners in the major leagues 
of the United States would visit Italy 
for a series of contests against Italy’s 
best. It might even be that in time 
American big league teams will do 
their spring training at Rome or Na­ 
ples or Milan. 
It isn’t much farther 
than to California, and besides the 
team probably could get back home in 
a couple of days by means of a 1923 
airplane.

FIRST PLAYER TO BE KILLED 


Eddie Grant, Third Baseman of New 


York Giants, Meets Death Plant- 


ing in France. 


Edward L. Grant, former third base- 


man of the Giants, is the first of the 
many major league baseball players in 
the service to give his life for his coun- 
try. 


At the outbreak o£ the war Grant 


joined the officers' training camp at 
Plattsburg and was commissioned a 
first lieutenant. He was then detailed 
to Caiup Upton and soon went over- 
seas. Captain Grant was a native of 
Franklin, Ma'-s., where he was born 
in 1883. 


His first experience in baseball was 


at 
Harvard university, where he 


proved to be an excellent player. Af- 
ter graduation in 1905 he played with 
an independent club at Lynn, Mass., 
and the following year went to Jersey 
City of the old Eastern league. His 
work attracted the attention of major 
league soouts nud in 1007 he was sign- 
ed by the Philadelphia National league 
dub, for which he played third base 
till 1911. Then he was traded to 
Cincinnati for 
McQuillan, Paskert, 


Bcebe and Rowan. lie remained with 
the Reds till 1013, when he was pur- 
chased by New York. 


Grant finished the seasons of 1914 


and 1915 with the Giants and then re- 
tired in order to devote himself to his 
law work in Boston. As soon as the 
war broke out he joined the colors. 


Grant was a clever third sncker and 


a fair hitter, his best major league 
batting record being .269 in 1909, when 
with the Quakers. He hit .322 when 
with Jersey City in 1906. 


CHANGE COMES OVER 


ITALY ON BASEBALL 


Great Possibilities There f*r De- 


velopment of Game. 


Sport Has Been Virtually Unknown 


There, Though Played by Amerl* 


can Boys at College in Rom* 


—Declared Too Rough. 


John Evers writes from France that 


he soon may be sent to Italy to teach 
baseball to that country's soldiers, and 
yet it was only a few months ago the 
Italian government refused to permit 
a shipment of baseball equipment on 
the ground that it was a nonessentlal 
commodity to be classed as even friv- 
olous. Italy hasn't been a nation fa- 
mous for sports, but before the A raeri- 
cans get through they may be sending 
a flood of Italian recruits up to the big 
leagues. Baseball has been virtually 
unknown in Italy, though it has beea 
played in Rome at a college for Ameri- 
can boys. For a time they played their 
games in a public park and natives 
looked on in wonder as the boys 
caught the hard ball with their bare 
hands. It finally was stopped by offi- 
cials, who considered it dangerous. It 
may be remembered that in the winter 
of 1914 the White Sox and Giants 
were refused a permit to play a game 
in Rome for the same reason. Upon 
applying for the permit the officials 
examined the ball and asked many 
questions concerning the nature of the 
game, then decided it was too rough 
and too dangerous to be allowed. 


Since that time the young men of 


Italy have been tip against a much 
rougher experience than playing base- 
ball, so the task of teaching them the 
American game may be successfully 
carried on now. 


The climate of Italy is especially 


suitable for baseball, being warm the 
year around much as it is in Califor- 
nia. It will stir up the fighting spirit 
among the men of the Italian army, 
and that spirit should live when the 
war is over. It might not be surpris- 
ing if in a few years from now the 
pennant winners in the major leagues 
of the United States would visit Italy 
for a series of contests against Italy's 
best. It might even be that in time 
American big league teams will do 
their spring training at Rome or Na- 
ples or Milan. It isn't much farther 
than to California, and besides the 
team probably could get back home in 
a couple of days by means of a 1928 
airplane.

Rtpublio Looks to America to 
Supply Food. 


Crops Short» Utmost Sacrifice Urgsd 
on Pooplo i t Wlntsr^Ap* 
proaches.

products must come to Franco this 
winter. All eyes are on America. 
Abnormal drought last summer seri­ 
ously injured tho French harvest. A 
warning has been issued that further 
sacrifices, more stringent food restrio 
lions, may have to be imposed. 
Franca, facing the winter, is looking 
to America to feed Its people. Approx­ 
imately 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
nre needed for dally bread rations. 
“The economic situation is alartn- 
in£,” said M. Gomot, a French senator 
from the Puy do Dome region. 
“All 
tho harvests have been brought in and 
we nre in a position to measure our 
needs. 
"Production this year has been sadly 
deficient. Despite our expectations last 
spring of bumper crops, the deplorablo 
dry weather has ruined many rich agri­ 
cultural districts of France. 
“There has been almost no fruit* 
Vegetables are few. Cereals are poor. 
Potato crops, on which we based our 
hopes last year, are 50 per cent less 
than in 1917. 
“Only the wheat crops have given 
nny satisfaction at all. 
There has 
been some improvement 
In them, 
iliauks to tho awakening of the agri­ 
cultural movement in tho abandoned 
regions. 
“But If our daily bread rations are 
to continue throughout th^* winter we 
must obtain—somehow, somewhere—• 
an additional thirty or forty million 
hectoliters 
(between £2,000,000 and 
110,000,000 bushels) of wheat. 
“The outlook is not bright. Some* 
thing must be done. Something will bo 
done. The people of France must tako 
the initiative. 
They must be willing 
to make more sacrifices. 
They must 
not be afraid of further and stricter 
restrictions.”

Interesting Description of One of the 


Last. 
Big 
Fights 
in 
Which 


Perahing'a Troop* Were 


Engaged. 


With the First American Army.— 


Three 
fortified 
defensive 
systems 


guarded the German positions be- 
tween the Argonne and the Meuse 
when the Americans burst through 
them. 


The advanced line, the enemy's old 


line, called the Hageu stcllung; his 
intermediate line ran a kilometer or 
two behind it, according to the config- 
uration of the terrain, hills, streams 
and woods, and was called the Volker 
stellung. Behind that ran his main 
reserve line of defense, the Kremhilde 
stellung, a continuation of the Brun- 
hild e stellung, which runs through 
Champagne. 


At their first bound the attacking 


waves of doughboys swept over the 
first two fortified zones with their 
barbed-wire 
entanglements 
cut 
to 


pieces by the preliminary bombard- 
ment, and in several points they pen- 
etrated the Kremhilde stellung, which 
pivoted in the Aire-Meuse sector on 
Montfaucon. 


The three-hour artillery preparation 


between 2:30 and 5:30 o'clock In the 
morning had driven the enemy to hiri 
deepest dugouts and the advanced as- 
sault troops were in the trenches 
throwing gas bombs and grenades 
down, the stairways Into the under- 
ground bombproof shelters before the 
Boches could get upstairs. 


Reducing Strongholds. 


Between the three different lines of 


intrenched positions the Boches had 
installed series of strong points, ma- 
chine gun nests, sometimes emplaced 
in concrete and steel pillboxes, or eiod 
merely set in strong, natural, com- 
manding positions. The system for re- 
ducing these strongholds was identical 
with that already practiced by th€ 
enemy in his various offensive oper? 
tions. 


The advanced waves of storming 


troops going forward in open order, 
worked their way between the strong 
points, often by worming along for con- 
siderable distances on their stomachs, 
or by crawling on hands and knees 
through vvoods or along ravines. Ar- 
riving in the rear of those positions, 
they established contact with one an- 
other and proceeded forward, leaving 
snipers to work their way back in the 
rear of the strong points and pick off 
the Boche machine gunners ID many 
cases. 


It was the Job of the succeeding 


waves of assault, with their light rna« 
chine guns and their little trench mor- 
tars mounted on light, two-wheeled 
carts hauled by man power to reduce 
these strong points with or without the 
aid of artillery, tanks, or airplanes. 
The most advanced waves were 
en< 


tlrely safe from the machine gun po- 
sitions once they passed them, as the 
Boches usually could not work their, 
guns toward their own rear, the em- 
placement ha\Ing been organized with 
a view to firinst ahead or on the flanks 
only. 
Furthermore, If the Germans 


fired toward the rear, they would re- 
veal their presence to the succeeding 
attacking waves which would put 
them out of action before they could 
swing around again. 


Why Casualties Are Light 


It is because the attacking waves 


wont forward deployed In extended 
formation and behind a curtain of fire 
of bursting shells, a creeping barrage, 
that 
casualties 
among 
attacking 


troops were so much lighter than any- 
one 
unfamiliar 
with these 
tactics 


might imagine. 


The doughboys passed Montfaucon, 


v.hich was a hive of machine gun 
nests in their advance toward Nan- 
liHois and Cierges, and it was not un- 
til the day after the town had been 
practically surrounded that the last 
enemy resistance was crushed there. 
After penetrating- well beyond Mont- 
faucon on cither side, American pa- 
trols of twos and threes began to 
reconnoitre the town and the chateau 
which stands on a tent-like ridge com- 
manding the plain in all directions. 
Those patrols which entered from the 
north, from behind, worked their way 
through the ruins of shell-shattered 
houses right up to the front of the 
town, where they sniped the German 
machine gunners In the backs, as they 
were firing on American patrols ad- 
vancing from Culsy. Prisoners were 
taken from the deep dugouts 50 and 
GO feet below the ruined town two 
days after the Americans had estab- 
lished themselves In the town.

With the First American Army.— 
Three 
fortified 
defensive 
systems 
guarded the German positions be* 
tween the Argonne and the Meuse 
when the Americans burst through 
them. 
The advanced line, the enemy’s old 
line, called the Ungen stellung; his 
intermediate Une run n kilometer or 
two behind It, according to the config­ 
uration of the terrain, hills, streams 
and woods, and wus called the Volker 
stellung. 
Behind that ran his main 
reserve line of defense, the Kremhllde 
stellung, a continuation of the Bruu* 
lil lde stellung, which runs through 
Champagne. 
At their first bound the attacking 
waves of doughboys swept over the 
first two fortified zones with their 
barbed-wlre 
entanglements 
cut 
to 
pieces by the preliminary bombard­ 
ment, and In several points they pen* 
etrated the Kremhllde stellung, which 
pivoted In the Alre*Meuse sector on 
Montfaucon. 
The three-hour artillery preparation 
between 2:30 and 5:30 o'clock In the 
morning had driven the enemy to his 
deepest dugouts and the advanced as* 
suult troops were In the trenches 
throwing gas bombs and grenades 
down the stairways into the under* 
ground bombproof shelters before tho 
Bodies could get upstairs. 
Reducing 8trongho!ds. 
Between the three different lines of 
Intrenched positions the Boches had 
lnstulled series of strong points, ma­ 
chine gun nests, sometimes cmplaced 
In concrete and steel pillboxes, or eise 
merely set In strong, natural, com­ 
manding positions. The system for re­ 
ducing these strongholds was Identical 
with that already practiced by thé 
enemy In his various offensive opera­ 
tions. 
The advanced waves of storming 
troops going forward In open order, 
worked their way between the strong 
points, often by worming along for con* 
siderable distances on their stomachs, 
or by crawling on hands nud knees 
through woods or along ravines. Ar* 
riving In tho rear of these positions, 
they established contuct with one an­ 
other and proceeded forward, leaving 
snipers to work their way back In tho 
rear of the strong points and pick off 
the Boehe machine gunners In many 
eases. 
It was the Job of the succeeding 
waves of assault, with their light ma* 
chine guns and their little trench inor« 
tars mounted on light, two-wheeled 
carts hauled by man power to reduco 
these strong points with or without tho 
aid of artillery, tanks, or airplanes. 
The most advanced waves were en* 
tlrely safe from the machine gun po* 
sltlons once they passed them, as tho 
Boches usually could not work their 
guns toward their own rear, tho em­ 
placement having been organized with 
a view to firing ahead or on the flanks 
only. 
Furthermore, If the Germans 
fired toward tho rear, they would re* 
veal their presence to the succeeding 
attacking waves which would put 
them out of action before they could 
swing around again. 
Why Casualties Are Light. 
It Is because the attacking waves 
went forward deployed In extended 
formation and behind a curtain of fire 
of bursting shells, a creeping barrage, 
that 
casualties 
among 
attacking 
troops were so much lighter than any 
one unfamiliar with these tactics 
might Imagine. 
The doughboys passed Montfaucon, 
which was a lilvo of machine gun 
nests In their advance toward Nan 
lillois and Cierges, and it was not un 
til the day after the town had been 
practically surrounded that the last 
enemy resistance wus crushed there. 
After penetrating* well beyond Mont 
faucon on either side, American pa­ 
trols of twos and threes began to 
reconnoitre the town and the chuteau 
which stands on a tent-like ridge com 
mundlng the plain in all directions. 
Those patrols which entered from the 
north, from behind, worked their way 
through the ruins of shell-shattered 
houses right up to tho front of the 
town, where they sniped tho German 
machine gunners In the backs, as they 
were firing on American patrols ad­ 
vancing from Culsy. 
Prisoners were 
taken from the deep dugouts 50 and 
CO feet below the ruined town two 
days after tho Americans had estab* 
llshed themselves In the town.
